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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's 7/5/05 Amendment, which directly amended claim 12 and added new 
claim 15, is acknowledged. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 

The claims recite a method wherein the increase in power level is based on four 
factors, i.e., F Q , F AH) progressive depletion of the core during the fuel cycle and 
environmental conditions. The core depletion and environmental factors must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 12, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are vague, indefinite and incomplete, and its metes and bounds 
cannot be determined, particularly in regard to the term/phrase " at least in part based 
upon depletion of the core during the fuel cycle and upon environmental conditions." 
Underlining provided. It is not known what all is meant by or encompassed by this 
term/phrase. For example, it is unclear whether or not core depletion and 
environmental conditions are given equal weights, and, if different weights are given, 
which of the two is more important? 

The claims are vague, indefinite and incomplete, and its metes and bounds 
cannot be determined because claim 12 implies that F Q and F AH are independent from 
progressive depletion of the core during the fuel cycle. This appears to be inconsistent 
with the specification that both F Q and F AH are dependent upon core depletion (see 
page 2, lines 2+ of the specification). 
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Claim Objections 

4. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim includes 
acronyms and abbreviations (e.g., NRC, F Q and F AH ). They should either be replaced 
with the unabbreviated terminology or include an indication of what they intend to cover. 
Appropriate correction is required.
